Tho ‘Austro-Hungarian steamer Amphitrite, 
which arrived here a fow days ago, isthe steamer 
which took the party:of Cossacks to Tajurrah, 
concerning which there bas been so much excite 
ment recently. Tho Amphitrite tock them on 
board at Port Said, the party consisting of abont 
ton priests, Colonel Atohinoff, the “fro. Cossack,” 
about vighly Cossacks, and: forty: or fifty la 
bonrers. There were also about ten women, one 
of whom, a most accomplished woman, speaking 
several languages, passod as the wife of Colonel 
Atchinoff. The party oarried ‘about twonty-five 
tons of baggage, consisting of several cases, of 
which thecontetits are unknown, personel effects, 
and a large stock of provisiows.” They had also 
about fifty rifles. The Colonel, his wife, and 
the priests travelled second class, the remainder 
of the party being steerage passongare... Thoy-] 
gave out that the object of their journey was tv 
establish religions Mission in Abyssinia. “Dnr- 
ing the voyage the priests held daily services, 
which wore sttended by the wholo of the party. 
On arriving at Snakim, on Italian Colonel joined 
the vessel, itis supposed with tho object of Keop- 
ing an eyo on the movements of tho Mission: 
On. arriving at Tsjorrab, Colonel Atchinoff 
went asHors to see tho head chief or Sultan, 
aa he ‘termed: him, and, after some time re- 
turned ‘on: board with this’ personage. . Some 
further private conversation took place on 
board between the two. Colonel Atchinoff then 
called for champagne, and after he andthe 
Solton had drank-each other's healths, the Sal- 
tan returned to shore accompanied by the’ whole 
party.
